Emergency Feature. 

In line with the telephone company’s 
slogan “Service First”, District Traffic 
Manager F. D Field of the Quincy dis- 
trict told a Gazette and Transcript repor- 
ter today of a new emergency feature 
which tbe telephone company has adopted 
for the benefit of the public, and witbont 
coat. 

pany has been doing everything possible 
to handle quickly aud accurately emer- 
gency calls for the police, tire department 
hospitals and ambulances. Now we are 
adding to this list all calls for pulmotors 
in cases of electric shock, asphyxiation, 
partial drowning and other accidents 
where the administration of oxygen may 
be of vital Importance. 

“All such calls may be made from a pay 
station as well as from a business or resi- 
dence telephone. Especially during the 
summer there are many instances where 
the prompt service of pulmotorB will save 
life. To this end, instructions have been 
issued to our operators to be quick, cool- 
headed and resourceful iu responding to 
calls of this kind”. 

“If a person calls In and says, ‘Emer- 
gency, pulmotor,’ the operator will imme- 
diately endeavor to put him into commun- 
ication with the telephone at the place 
where the puliuotor Is located. Not only 
that, but she will ask him if he wants a 
doctor, and, If a doctor Is required, this 
fact will be communicated to a supervisor 
who will proceed to get a doctor, while 
tbe operator continues her effort to reach 
tbe telephone station at which the pul- 
motor is located. If she Hods the line is 
busy, she will Interrupt conversation by 
explaining tbe emergency. 

“In emergency casea, much depends 
upon tbe person making tbe call. Tbe 
varying requirements In connection with a 
pulmotor case, make It essential that tbe 
person calling sbsll state the nature of tbe 
accideot, the location of tbe victim, and 
such other information as may be deemed 
pertinent. It may be desirable to send 
several physicians or to call ambulances, 
and tbe operator cannot know this unless 
the person making tbe call tells her. 

“A complete list of pulmotors has been 
placed in tbe operating room of every city 
and town where there are pulmotors. 
This wonderful Invention has aaved the 
lives of persons who were supposed U) 
have died thirty minutes before It was ap- 
plied. It Is not wise to assume, therefore 
that all hope has departed merely because 
a persons breathing; baa atopped. Ia 
some case 4, it has been necessary to con- 
tinue this form of artificial respiration 
for hours, lu handling these calls, the 
operators are admonished to.lblnk clearly 
and act quickly. If the same admoni- 
tion can be Impressed upon the public, 
this cooperation ought to save a number 
of lives before the summer is ended".

A Reverie of 
Old Jamestown 

By DWIGHT NORWOOD 



Coming from Fort Monroe north- 
ward by the Jntnos river, the boot 
ntop|>od at Jamestown. There are two 
most Important spots historically In 
the United States, Jamestown and 
Plymouth rock, the former being the 
more Important from Its age. 1 was 
curious to sot* It and, lenvlng the boat, 
remnlned there long enough to lose 
myself In a reverie concerning It. 

There Is nothing there today to 
dream about unless It he the tower of 
the church built by the Inhabitants of 
the settlement who went there a little 
over 300 years ago. No more uninter- 
esting spot In Itself exists In America. 

It Is an open flat space on the north- 
east bank of the river, whose yellow 
waters have eaten away a considera- 
ble part of the site of the town. 

And now for my dream. 

The report of a gun fired out on the 
bosom of the yellow waters. I look- 
ed and saw a miniature ship very 
high In the stern and forward, much 
ornnmented and the snll on the main 
mast bearing the arms of England. 
From the shore n boat was about to 
put out bearing n huge cask. 1 got 
aboard and was pulled to the ship. 

“What’s going on?” 1 nsked of one 
of the oarsmen, who, by the bye, nil 
wore doublets with broad collnr, knee 
breeches and hose. 

“Sale of redemptloners,” was the re- 
ply. 

When we boarded the vessel, the 
Royal Janies, rum was served from 
the cask, and the sale commenced. 
There were twenty men and four wo- 
men to be sold to whomsoever would 
pay their pnssngo money from Eng- 
land. with n handsome bonus to tho 
person who had ndvnnced the funds. 
They were to lie bound to their pur- 
chaser till they had worked out the 
amount be had paid and until then 
were held ns redemptloners, which 
meant n limited period of shivery. 

Several men were sold for sums 
ranging from £50 to £100, though the 
amount was pnld In tobacco. All the 
women were sold for wives with their 
consent There was one dnmsel not 
twenty years old who was so comely 
that I approached and nsked her what 
had Induced her to come out to so 
melancholy a place as Jamestown. 

“Plense sir,” she replied, “I come 
from boimie Scotland. My mother 
dinna like It because 1 wouldna rnurry 
auld Roderick MucTavIsh and shut me 
up. But 1 got out, und a mnu with 
gold a-plenty sent me out as a redenip- 
tloner. lie must he paid £00 for my 
passage and u* the profit there Is 
in me.” 

“And if I pay the £00 will you mar- 
ry me?" 

“That I will.” replied tho girl, “be- 
cause you’re so much better thun old 
Roderick MacTavlsh, and I’ll nn have 
to work out the money owing for 
sending me here.” 

And so I paid the £00 In tobacco, 
which went back to England in the 
ship, and the girl was carried nshore 
with me. On landing we went up a 
beaten pnth lending to the church. I 
found the parson, and we were mar- 
ried. 

This was when Captain John Smith 
was lndefutlgnble In keeping the colo- 
ny together and supplying our wants, 
but after a time be left us to make 
explorations of the coast aud then to 
go to England. Our men became dis- 
couraged and would not work. Food 
must be got by hunting or tilling the 
earth, and the people would do neither. 
So hunger and sickness came upon us. 
and we diminished rapidly. Some went 
back to Euglnud, and some, leaving 
Jamestown, went back from the river 
Into the country. 

When I saw that Jamestown was 
doomed, taking my Scotch wife with 
mo, I went back from the river into 
the Interior nnd, settling myself on 
n piece of Inud, built a house nnd 
raised tobacco. I prospered, nnd. other 
families settling near me. iu time we 
becuuie u community. Though my 
wife and 1 grew old. our children grew 
up after us to lie men and women, 
and the country about us lost Its prim 
Itlvo loneliness. But the river was al- 
ways the same. At times I was obliged 
to go to it for the purpose of shipping 
my tobacco, and It always guve me the 
blues. 

But wo on the peninsula l>etweeu 
tho river und the bay were a merry lot. 
meeting oftentimes ut each other's 
plantation, where our children danced 
und feasted. f«>r we were not the mot- 
ley lot we were when we settled at 
Jumestown. Some proud families in 
Euglund who hud met with reverses, 
or younger sons, also the Cavaliers who 
hnd been beaten by Oliver Cromwell, 
cume over und settled among us. We 
gure them welcome and u helping bund, 
and in time they became, like our- 
selves. successful planters. 

This wus my reverie as 1 sut on the 
bank of the James river looking at the 
melancholy scene about me. Yet It 
was no creation, but what I had reud 
In the annuls of my family. My tlrst 
ancestor In America was a citizen of 
Jamestown, und he married a redemp- 
tlouer of Scotch nativity. They lie- 
fame plunters in the neighlrorbood of 
Williamsburg, and their grandson was 
u professor In William and Mary col- 
lege. The brunch of their descendants 
from which I sprang gruvltuted after 
the Revolution northward, und In the 
war between tbe states we fought 
against our brethren iu the peninsula 
where our tlrst American progenitors 
raised tobacco.

ON THE FARM 

— 

Read this column and yon can have 
it delivered at your house with 
somethin! new every week for a 
full year by sending $2.00 to this 
office now. 

Now is the time to watch the garden. 
If the stuff you have planted which did not 
show up yet, does not develope In a day 
bv the recent rain, it Is not too late to 
plant corn, beans or some other crop 
which will develope Into food before the 
frosts come. 

It is now well known that sour skint- 
mllk is the best preventive of bowel trou- 
ble that has been found for young chick- 
ens, turkeys and all poultry. 

The farmer who has planted tested 
seed is likely to be the niHH of whom Ids 
neighbors will say next fall: “He’s al- 
ways a lucky fellow. Look at the crop, 
he’s got.” 

For quick results In Improving the soil, 
sweet clover Is superior to most other | 
crops. Its ability to thrive well on soils 
lacking iu humus or otherwise badly run 
down makes It especially adapted for this 
purpose. 

Mulch your newly planted fruit trees. 
It keeps down weeds, and by holding the 
moisture will prevent injury from drouth. 
Straw, of course, makes the best mulch. 
Coarse hay, leaves and sawdust are all 
good. 

Infertile eggs produced by flocks In 
which there are no male birds are the only 
ones that can reach the consumer In good 
condition during the hot summer months. 
The only object iu having a male bird in 
the flock lb to get fertile eggs for hatch- 
ing purposes. 

Hens kept in unhealthful cjuarters or 
too closely confined are not likely to lay 
eggs that will produce strong, healthy 
chickens. Hens suffering from disease 
or infested with vermin may lay, but eggs 
from such hens will rarely hatch, and 
even if they do hatch the chicks will not 
be likely to mature into vigorous or grow- 
thy fowls. 

For the proper sterilization of utensils 
an abundance of steam or hot water is 
needed. A pail or can may be clean to 
the eye and yet may carry numberless 
germs which w ill hasten the souring of 
milk, cause bad flavor In butter or cheese 
or spread coutagion. After utensils are 
w ashed clean they should be either scal- 
ded with boiling water or steamed. 

Systematic attention and intelligent 
feeding are the essential facts iu success- 
fully handling the farm work horse. If 
possible give him a drink the tlrst thing 
in the morning, say at 5 a. m., and follow 
this with the gruin ration and a limited 
amount of hay. Let him have another 
drink on the way out of the stable at C or 
7 o clock, and, If not too warm, ou enter- 
ing the stable at noon and at night. 

I)o we approve of scraping trees? asks 
a friend of ours. Certainly we do, provi- 
ded they need it, and one can rarely llud 
an old tree that does not. Aside from the 
fact that the removal of the old bark 
scales breaks up a refuge for various in- 
sects, including the woolly-aphis, the in- 
creased beauty of the tree repays the 
trouble. 

The work teams of the farmer from 
now on more than any season in the year 
are his fortune. I)o not be wasteful of 
the energy, the health nor the general con- 
dition of your power animals. Give them 
the proper tools with which to work- 
good harness, right rations and reason- 
able care. They w ill repay you many times 
over iu greater efficiency and in perfec- 
tion of condition at the end of the long, 
hard working season. 

The liberal use of barnyard manure for 
garden soil is almost Indispensable to the 
production of high class vegetables. 
Those who enrich their garden soil with 
good manure generally have the satisfac- 
tion of gathering choice vegetables. The 
best way to have plenty of mauure Is to 
keep enough animals and save all the 
droppings. 

The sentiment against the wholesale 
disposal of calves for veal is steadilj 
grow ing and gaining good ground. Many 
farmers and dairymen are still marketing 
their young calves as veal iu response to 
the long prices ottered for them, but there 
are also a good many w ho are keeping all 
their dairy calves, reserving the femalts 
for home use or for sale to other dairy- 
men. 

We do not kuow what the summer w ill 
be as to rainfall aud summer and early 
fall moisture conditious. As a rule uue 
very dry season seldom follows another, 
but rather a wet or normal scasou fol- 
lows a droughty year However it Is 
quite possible that this present summer 
will be almost as dry as last summer wa» 
There is such a thing as having a series 
1 of wet aud dry summers iu auy latitude, 
aud we have already had two rather dry 
seasous together. 

Potatoes with American families have 
become almost the bread of life. Your 


nolghhor w ill Inquire about your potato 
crop as If upon It depended vonr living 
and virtually your life or death. To have 
a good crop of potatoea on the general 
farm mean* a good share of the family 
food aupply for the year. Moat farmer* 
cannot think of eating without three 
square meals of potatoes every day of the 
year. This food, like bread and meat, 
furnishes energy for doing hard work.

At 2 o’Cleok In the Morning la the 

Time to Teat It. 

It Is nt 2 o'clock in the morning that 
man’s vitality Is at its lowest ebb; all 
the physical forces are then at tlielr 
lowest ebb, and every military man of 
experience knows that tin* "2 o’clock 
courage" counts, lie knows that If a 
soldier Is really brave at that hour he 
need never fear of Ids becoming a 
coward, as lie is really a remarkable 
man. 

A well fed man will light better thin 
a half starved man, whether lie he 
civilian or soldier. And this is the 
same principle ns the so called "2 
o’clock bravery," for the half starved 
ntnn lacks vitality. Just as the average 
man lacks vitality at 2 o’clock In the 
morning. 

If you are anxious to know just how 
brave you nre make the test some 
morning at 2. when you hear burglars 
In your house. If you crawl under the 
bedclothes you nre probably quite a 
normal man, hut If you rise boldly 
from your bed. grasp the nearest 
weapon and sally forth to meet the 
robbers you are Indeed a brave man 
and should he proud of yourself. 

Any veteran of some great war will 
tell you that the most difficult test ol 
courage is to he aroused from Ills sleep 
by the shrill blast of bugle and long 
toll of drums and ordered to charge an 
enemy unseen or only dimly seen nt 2 
o'clock In the morning. Marching into 
battle under the bright sunlight Is not 
so dlfllcult. and the seasoned veteran 
enjoys the thrill, hut even the most 
hardened veteran feels "creepy" and 
uneasy turning out at 2 o'clock In the 
morning to meet the enemy amid the 
shadows of night, and this Is solely 
because of a natural physical weak 
ness at that hour and has nothin . 
whatever to do with that mental weak- 
ness called “cowardice."— New Y<u\:

A TRAGEDY IN GASTRONOMY. 


Bouiltsbalasa as Sung by Thackeray 
and at 8ervad In a Famous Mar- 
seilles Retort Proved Very Different 
Proposition# to an English Epicure. 

We nil know thnt fnmotia poem bf 
Thackeray’s which begins, 

A street there Is In Parts fnmous 
For which no rime our lAnauHste yWrii. 

and goes on to toll of the tnrern whfere 
tbe genlnl Tltmnrsh In the days when 
he wns a Paris correR|*ondeiit "ate and 
drank the bouillabaisse." 

As a result of that delightful poem 
tens of thousands of Englishmen brtve 
yearned to eat bouillabaisse. Thncke- 
rny puta It so beautifully! The steam- 
ing dish of stewed tlsli that lie-cbn- 
Jures up Id his lines— hox*r appetizing It 
seems! I know thnt It wnB quite early 
In my teens when I Unit rend that 
poem, and from tbnt moment there 
wns formed In my mind a Arm reBolve 
to eat some day of bouillabaisse. 

My opi>ortunlty came not long Ago 
when I visited Marseilles. It wns 
Dearly bntf past 0 when 1 sat down In 
tbe dining room of the hotel. 

“There la no bouillabaisse on tbe 
menu." I said severely to the maitre 
d’hotel. “I hnre come to Marseilles 
specially to eat It" He replied thnt It 
wns not a specialty of tbe bouse, but 
that It could always be prepared. Mow 
long would It take? Twenty-flve min- 
utes, perhaps a little longer. “But I 
think monsieur would And It rather 
heavy at such a late hour." 

He wns not encouraging, this maitre 
d'hotel. . I did not accept for a moment 
his suggestion tbnt bouillabaisse wns 
too heavy a dish for half past 0 at 
night Thackeray had not talked about 
heaviness. But twenty-flve minutes! 
I ordered an omelet 
At midnight wnlklng down tbe fa- 
mous Cnnnebiere. bnck to tbe hotel, 1 
was balled by a familiar voice. It was 
that of a friend whom I bnd not seen 
for a long time. Gratefully 1 grasped 
his band and told him that I intended 
to eat bouillabaisse as soon aa possible. 
And my respect for him was consider- 
ably enhanced when be told me that he 
had eaten some that very afternoon, 
an hoar after bis arrival In Mar- 
seilles. Here was the true spirit and 
I related to him, with some bitterness, 
my experience with the maitre d’hotel. 
“Well, It la rather heavy stuff." be 
said. But I brushed this aside, and we 
arranged to meet at lunch on tbe mor- 
row, when I should have the best that 
Marseilles could give me. 

There are, aa everybody knows, twe 
places at Marseilles tor boalllabatqee- 
Pn seal’s and Basso’s, on the Visas 
Port. We decided 00 Baaso’s. 

“Bouillabaisse,” I said laconically. I 
paid no attention to wbat my friend 
ordered. No other dish Interested me. 
Bat In a minute or 10 a curious look- 
ing mess was set down before him. 

“What's thnt stuff you’re going be 
eat?” I asked. 

“That's bouillabaisse,” he aaid. “but. 
IPa not mine.” 

I started. This bouillabaisse, this cu- 
rious looking staff, with Indigestible 
looking lumps of flsb floating Id a bil- 
ious and oily saffron liquid! I know 
not wbat I bad expected bouillabaisse 
to be, but It certainly was not this. 
There was a piece of flsb which I rec- 
ognized os eel, and I loathe eels. Tbe 
broad tall of another and unknown 
flab stuck up out of the opaque liquid. 
But It was the yellow liquid Itself 
which repelled. It shouted biliousness, 
and the smell of saffron that arose with 
the steam made me feel 1IL Oh. Thack- 
eray! 

I pecked at the eel— or It may have 
been a lamprey— explored the various 
other fish, tasted gingerly of the thick 
saffron liquid on one of tbe pieces of 
toast that floated lo It But mine was 
no palate for bouillabaisse. I made 
the waiter take tbe mesa away and 
bring lamb cutleta. 

But I had tasted of bouillabaisse and 
waa not to forget It All day long the 
terrible taste of saffron remained with 
me. Nothing would shift It; not Mar- 
seilles tea, nor many golden bocks, nor 
dinner. In fact, tbe boolllabalaee of 
hi neb spoiled the dinner. And at mid- 
night In a cafe on the Cannebtere, my 
friend confided a secret to me. “When 
we fell In with each other just twenty- 
four boors sgo,” be as Id, "1 was suf- 
fering Just as yon are now. Tbs hor- 
rible taste of saffron bad remained ob- 
stinately with me ever since lunch and 
has not quite gooe even yet But you 
to. I me you bad come to MaraeUlea to 
eat boulllabaiasa. and I knew nothing 
I could say would dissuade yon. But 
no doubt tbe bitterness of this moment 
will fade away, and as time paaeesyoo 
will tell your frleods In England bow 
ex cel lent la tbe real boulllabalaat If 
only yon have It In MaraeUlea.” 

“Never! I would die flrstr I as- 
claimed firmly*— Loodou Standard.

easiest Session ol Legislature 
Has Prorogued 

MET SEVErTcONDEMHATION 

Reorganlzalon of Port Board Caueet 

Some Confualon — Spirit of Cordiality 

Between Governor and Both 

Branches of Legialature — Constitu- 
tional Questions Over Salem Relief 

The general court Is prorogued and 
the fall campaign Is on. Nomination 
papers are being distributed and the 
sliver tonguefl orator Is again abroad. 

It waa the busiest general court that 
over eat, but by no means the most 
prolific In laws. It met severe con- 
demnation because the average age 
of Its membership was lower and be- 
cause there were fewer business men 
than usual. But the general court 
of 1914 has done several exceptional- 
ly good thing* and no very dangerous 
things. A brand new view of what 
the general court Is was expressed In 
the Boston Poet a few days ago by 
one of Its keen observers who said: 

“The bills defeated made quite as 
Interesting a list as those enacted , for 
the business of the general court dif- 
fers nowadays from what It did when 
the fathers conceived It. 

"Formerly It was merely to redress 
grievances. Now It is to stop some 
people from wreaking vengeance upon 
other people. 

There Is food for much thought In 
these few words. 

A New Principle 

The governor has fixed one prin- 
ciple pretty firmly Into the statutes 
governing public boards. This i& 
that members of boards shall give their 
time to tho office to which they are 
appointed. It appears in health legis- 
lation, In the reorganization of the 
port board and In the reorganization 
of the board of directors. It Is fairly 
safe to assume that in future enact- 
ments this clause may be expected to 
appear. 

The Most 8riklng Thing 

By far the most striking thing about 
the legislative session has been the 
spirit of cordiality that has existed 
between Governor Walsh and both 
branches. There has been no sting- 
ing veto message and every veto mes- 
sage has been sustained by a big ma- 
jority. There has been no attempt to 
press legislation over the vetoes. 

The governor's vetoes have not been 
remarkable for their virility, but they 
have for the most part been very 
sensible and have been accepted as a 
matter of course by tbe legislators of 
all parties. 

The session has shown that a strong 
Democratic state machine Is in pro- 
cess of being built up and that Gov- 
ernor Walsh 's capable of directing 
such a machine. 

The absence of the antagonism that 
existed between the governor and the 
legislature in the Foss years was 
manifest. The governor, by sending 
for his friends as Murray Crane used 
to do, has been able to get through 
almost any measure that he deemed 
essential. It Is true that some of his 
important recommendations did no! 
go through. 

But one of the chief reasons Is that 
the governor himself did not press 
them. That accounts for the easy de- 
feat of the constitutional convention 
In the house and the fact that some 
of the reorganizations never got out 
of committee. On the railroad bill 
the governor changed his ground to 
meet that of the members of the com- 
mittee and the bill went throug Hy- 
ing. 

Salem and the Constitution 

Some interi*stlng constitutional 
questions have arisen as a result ol 
the Salem conflagration . One Is upon 
the power of the legislature to appro- 
priate money for Salem. At first It 
was the view of the attorney general 
that there might be some doubt about 
this But It is finally decided that 
money can be appropriated for this 
purpose, Inasmuch as it Is In the na- 
ture of poor relief. This Is the first 
time that this view has been taken. 

A somewhat similar question arose 
over tbe bill to abate the f 35, 000 that 
Salem would pay as her share of state 
taxes. The bill went through the 
legislature and the question was not 
pressed . 

Walsh Guessed Right 

The figure of $8,750,000 for a state 
tax was a great surprise even to those 
who were concerned In making up 
the figures The prediction hail l»eeu 
made that the tax would amount to 
over |10, 000, ooo This was stoutly 
controverted by tbe governor, who 
thought, nevertheless, that the tax 
would not be tsr short of |10,00ii,000. 

The tax wag kept down by putting 
over until next year a lot of little 
thlugs that naturally would have 
fitted Into the 1914 tax levy. That 
Is what usually takes place at the 
end of tbe year when the figures be- 
gin to scare the exjwrts. This, how- 
ever. Is the largest state tax in Ms- 
lory, although it Is but 1250,000 larger 
than It was last year 

The Port Board Muddle 

The acts of this year apparently 
leave the port of Boston administra- 
tion In seme contusion The old act 
made the term? ot the i>ort directors 
expire on July 1 But the reorganiz- 
ing act does not go Into effect until 
Aug l. There seem* to be a period 


»f thirty flays during which tnsrs ti 
ho port administration. It was cause* 
by an omission of the words on tht 
new port act: "This net shall tak* 
pffeet upon Its j>assngo." 

Hut Governor Walsh and the attor- 
ney general have been In consultatlot 
upon the subject and the opinion hat 
been given that since It evidently war 
not the intent of the law to leave t, 
gap the old port directors are In offlet 
until the new ones qualify. The gov- 
ernors council will, therefore, ap- 
prove of salaries and put It’s O. K. 
on bills. The governor Is considering 
his upiiolntees for the new board anc 
the friends of Messrs. Conry and Me- 
Nary are active. 

Boost For Libraries 

The free public library system ol 
the state gets a good sized boost this 
year In the appropriation of $10, nm, 
which may be expended by the fret 
public library commissioners to pro- 
mote libraries In towns where nont 
have been Btartod. 

There are a number of such towm 
and It Is expected thnt they will 
speedily apply for the aid thnt tht 
state Is now prepared to grant. Thr 
•urn Is regarded by the commissioners 
as far too small for anything like re- 
spectable assistance. But It Is a starl 
and may he augmented by the legis- 
lation of future years. This policy Is 
augmented by the policy of loaning 
hooks to the citizens of other towns 
who dwell nearer the library of the 
other town than their own. 

Three New Cities 

The legislature this year hat 
cleared the way for the creation ol 
three additional cities. Westfield, 
Kevere and Attleboro will have the 
opportunity at the coming state elec- 
tion to say whether or not they desire 
city charters. 

Kevere has been clamoring for ad- 
mission to the Boston corporation foi 
a couple of years and probably It will 
sometime be made a part of Boston. 
Up to this time, however, the liquoi 
question has had the effect of keeping 
Kevere out, ns It has other cities ad- 
jacent to Boston. The places usually 
go no-license while Boston always 
goes license. 

New Charter Scheme 

The summer recess committee on 
the charters of cities of the state has 
one of the most capable men In the 
legislature ui>on it. The committee 
was created for the purpose of draw- 
ing some degree of uniformity Into 
the city charter situation which Is at 
this time badly tangled up. Every 
year there Is a new charter scheme 
presented to the legislature. 

Bothfeld of Newton made a some- 
what novel suggeeton the other day 
which was to give the municipalities 
of the state the right to choose their 
own charters In much the same wuy 
that a corporation takes out Its own 
charter. For this purpose several 
standard charters would be drawn and 
a town or city could take out a char- 
ter by taking a vote and making a 
record with the commissioner of cor- 
porations. 

Bothfeld says that this scheme 
works well in many states and that it 
Is time that Massachusetts should give 
It a trial. 

Nowudays the legislature Is filled 
with churter bills and M11 b to change 
sections of charters. It 1 b one ol 
the things that takes months to work 
out in every legislature. And the 
next year cities and towns are coming 
up to change that which they wanted 
only a few months before. 

The Boston charter situation has al- 
ways been a puzzle to tbe legislature, 
and it probably never can be com- 
pletely solved by any standard char- 
ter bill. 

Credit Unions 

A new law says that farmers’ 
credit unions may lend to members 5 
percent loans for forty-five years foi 
agricultural purposes. The loant 
must be for no more than two-tblrds 
of the value of the land pledged. This 
Is quite a step in the direction that 
Europe has been going for some time 
where farmers' credit unions have 
been well established. 

It will enable the poor farmer to 
get money to Improve his farm where- 
as It has been almost Impossible for 
him to do so. 

The co-oi>erate banks have secured 
more liberal legislation this year in 
the form of a law which allows co- 
operative shares to remain after ma- 
turity. The argument la favor of this 
bill was that it gave the co-operuUve 
banks more money. 

It wliat bad been said of these two 
acts is shown to t*e true they will 
have a very beneficial effect upon any 
suburban communities. 

Queen of the Movies 

Senator Gordon, who Is head man 
on Biesident Coolldge’s rules commit- 
tee, ha* earned a nickname for him- 
self which he probably well deserves. 
It Is Queen of the Movies." 

There Is such a rule In the senate 
as rule 8 which prorides that mat- 
ters shall be held one session for re- 
consideration. Gordon has a favorite 
motion which is to suspend rule 8 so 
that matters may go at once to the 
house for consideration 

Booming Henry Wells 

Senator Henry Wells of Haverhill 
got a rousing boom for mayor of his 
city at a Keinrblicau dinner Saturday 
night There 1* little doubt but that 
Wells could be mayor of Haverhill. 
But the ijoltttcal situation In LI* dis- 
trict Is such that he will very likely 
De a candidate for re-election to the 
senate and will be elected. 

Representative Manning of Peabody 
Is a candidate, so is Kepresentatlve 
Webster, the Progressive. Arthur 
Nason sometimes talks like a candi- 
date Wells, as chairman of tbe com- 
mittee on public lighting, Las a fine 
record a^id Pi evident Coolldge wanU 
him to come back.

Every driver of horses should see to It 
that his horses are given frequent oppor- 
tunities to bury their noses In the water. 
It will refresh them greatly. Don’t leave 
them standing very long in the hot suti. 
Do to a horse the same as you would like 
to have done by you were you a horse. 

An egg may be new laid and fresh 
within the limits of the meaning of those 
words and still be decidedly not a good 
egg. Eggs readily absorb odors hud 
taints, so that a new-laid egg, If placed 
where it Is exposed to unpleasant odors, 
may quickly become unfit as an article of 
food. 

On all flat-land farms tbe immediate 
grounds on which the buildings stand 
should be graded up toward the buildings 
and made low along the outside lines, so 
that surface water shall flow away from 
the buildings Instead of standing in pools 
about them or causing unnecessary mud 
and dampness. 

The word “culling” has come to meau 
among puultry raisers “eliminating the 
unfit.” To build up a profitable flock It is 
absolutely necessary that those that are 
of poorer quality be disposed of before 
they have “eaten tbelr heads oil'.” They 
are often a loss to the flock, not produc- 
ing enough eggs to pay for their keep, 
and arc a cause of disease. 

Give the hen the attention she merits. 
Keep only purely bred varieties. House 
them comfortably and feed them well. 
Endeavor to have the hen consume large 
amounts of the right kind of food. Con- 
fine her within certain definite bounds, 
so that while she is not crowded and 
hampered, yet she will not have an oppor- 
tunity to run about the farm wasting her 
energy, losing her eggs and making her- 
self a general nuisance. 

Beekeeping for pleasure and profit is 
carried on by many thousands of people 
in all parts of the United States. There 
are many places where an experienced 
beekeeper can make a good living by de- 
voting his entire, time and attention to 
this line of work. It is usually unwise 
however, to undertake extensive beekeep- 
ing, the U. S. department of agriculture 
says, without considerable previous ex- 
perience on a small acale, since there are 
so many minor details which go to make 
up success. 

Any farmer Is safe in breeding and 
raising for sale large milking or butter- 
producing cows. As an Industry there 
is no more profitable line of stock grow- 
ing than raising good cows and Belling 
them to the dairymen who are making a 
specialty of producing market milk or 
selling their milk to condeusary plants 
where they do not have the by-product re- 
turned to their farms to feed out to the 
calves that are being raised to replace the 
cows that are annually discarded from 
their herds. 

Of all the important thlugs from a 
money point of view for young people to 
learn, the growing and handling of poul- 
try Is the greatest. This may seem to be 
a rather broad statement at first, although 
at second thought you will find It to be 
true. Some young persons raised on the 
farm may not live on the farm after they 
grow up and begiu life for themselves. 
It matters not where you may live or 
what you may work at after you are 
grown, you will likely waul to keep at 
least a small (lock of chickens, ami you 
will w ant them to do w ell aud pay their 
way. All know that chickens aud some 
other poultry are profitable auiiuals to 
grow aud keep, if they are handled well

Quaint Old Welsh Custom. 

One of the quaintest of all Welsh 
mstoms Is the unsheathing of tho 
tword of Tnllcsln that takes placo 
every year on the shores of Llyn Gel- 
rlonydd, near Trefrlw, north Wales. 
A short distance from the lake Is a 
large, flat topped bowlder, supposed to 
have been Taliesin's pulpit Ou this 
rock the old hard (who Is said to have 
flourished about 640 A. D.) performed 
his weird religious rites, and ever since 
the rock has boeu known ns the “Court 
of Taliesin.” Once a year. In August 
a group of bards assemble at the 
"court”— the chief bard standing ou 
tho rock and the others on a circle of 
white stoues surrounding It. Here the 
rites are performed solemnly and 
quaintly in the presence of a large 
crowd Tho naked sword Is returned 
to Its sheath when the chief bard has 
ascertained from the people that there 
is pence in the land. ' The sword re- 
mained unsheathed during the three 
yearn of tho Boer war. The ancient 
ceremony Is followed by witty and hu- 
morous bardic addresses, recitations 
and songs. 

Mansfield's Mannar. 

“Richard Mansfield possessed a dom- 
inance that never fulled him, I believe.

Hatching Eggs In Rioe. 

Certain of the Chinese In the Inte- 
rior districts adjacent to Amoy employ 
a somewhat unusual method for batch- 
ing both hens’ and ducks’ eggs. The 
breeder first takes a quantity of un- 
husked rice nnd roasts It, cooling It 
down by fanning or allowing tho wind 
to blow’ through until It Is lukewarm, 
lie then spreads a three Inch luyer of 
the rice In a wooden tub nnd places 
about 100 eggs thereon; another layer 
of rice, this second and subsequent lay- 
ers being hut two inches In thickness, 
is spread over the eggs. Each tub has 
six layers of rice and five layers of 
eggs, so that there are 500 eggs in each 
tub. The rice Is heuted once every 
twenty-four hours, the eggs belug tak- 
en out at such times. The chicks and 
ducklings are produced in twenty to 
thirty days.— London Globe. 

8lavea In Abyssinia. 

In the Geinlra country of Abyssinia 
tho inhabitants are pagans. They ap- 
pear to believe in a divinity inhabiting 
the sky and also in secondary genii 
dwelling ou eurtb. Slavery Is not otfl 
dally recognized, but exists In fact 
though with some extenuation In form 
The slave is not free to change bis 
master. lie Is put In chains If suspect- 
ed of an Intention of escaping. lie Is 
beaten If be does not work or march 
at the will of his master, and be re- 
ceives no pay. On the other baud, If 
he can be "presented" be caunot be 
openly sold and must be designated 
gnbare ("subject”), not barla (“slave").

Those who will not submit live 
is fugitives In the forests.

Some few years ago the town built a 
magnificent schoolhousc in a Held bought 
of M. C. l)i/.ur, which schoolhouse stood 
for some time without any access to it by 
most of the scholars' and teachers, wilh- 
out going across private land. Then 
came a petition for a town highway aud 
the Selectmen laid out a road from Broad 
to Lake street and named it Whitman 
ltoad, to perpetuate the name of one of 
Weymouth’s pioneer settlers, from whom 
the beautiful pomrderlves its name aud if 
one wishes to get a long or short distance 
view unrivalled in beauty in Weymouth, 
he must go up Whitman Road, see the 
Blue Hills and otheg stretches of beauty, 
and then go on to tbe schoolhouse, view 
its beautiful proportions, then go on to 
the pond, which, as we have said before, 
has no rival for beauty. 

You ask agaiu, “How cau we tlnd It?” 
Well, on the Broad street end it begins 
betweeu the residences of Dr. Doucett 
and Dr Chase. You can't miss it on ac- 
count of these two houses, but you can- 
Dot tlnd It by any name or sign because it 
in this respect, is unlike any otner public 
highway in town. There it has been for 
a long time but nothing on the Broad 
street or Lake street end tells the travel- 
ler what its name is.

Johan fetched Liszt In our carriage, 
as ho always does, I received him and 
the book of “Lleder,” which be brought 
with him (Only Johan and Nina were 
present.) TTo opened tbo book at "Com- 
ment d Isa lent lls r one of hls most 
beautiful songs, which has an exquisite 
but very difficult accompaniment He 
played with fairy fingcre, and we went 
over It several times. I could see the 
screen swerving and waving about 
but Liszt's back was turned, so he 
could not see it 

After we had finished tea was served, 
and then he said. "Havo you heard my 
HigolettoT’ " 

"Yea," I said, and added, "but not 
by you." 

“Well," he said, "I will play it for 
you. Your piano ts much better than 
the one I hava It is a pleasure to 
play on it" 

The screen, now alive with emotion, 
almost tipped over. After "Blgoletto" 
be played “Les Soirees do Vienna" 
and thl9 time the screen actually did 
topple over and exposed to view the 
group of badly frightened ladles hud- 
dled behind It I shuddered to think 
how the mnster would toko tills hor- 
rible treachery.

Committee Have Investigated and Re- 
port Material Additions Needed. 

Following Is a preliminary or partial re- 
port of the committee appointed at the 
annual Town meeting to investigate the 
Fire Department aud report on its condi- 
tion and needs : 

We recommend that the town purchase 
* first class automobile pumping machine 
with chemical tank, hose capacity, ladder 
and full equipment to be located at the 
Broad street house in Ward 2. Also one 
combination Hose and Chemical automo- 
bile car to be located at the Hose house in 
Ward 1 

We recommend that the Broad street 
house be fitted for a permanent man who 
shall be ou duty at all times and shall 
sleep in the house. The motorcar in this 
house to respond to all fires in town. 

That the town purchase aud install a 
universal non-lnterferlng tire alarm box 
to be installed at the Broad street house 
from which any box or location may be 
ruug by a phone message to the Central 
station. 

We recommend the Immediate installa- 
tion of meters to conserve the waters In 

mains. 

We estimate the expense of the appara- 
tus above specified together with the cost 
of changes and furnishing the buildings 
to house the apparatus and the salary of 
t permanent man at Ward 2 will be about 
•19,000. 

We urge the importauce of regulation 
to prohibit the use of inflamable material 
for roofs in this town.

THE MENACING SEA 


It Threatens to Some Day Engulf 
New York and Boston. 

OUR EASTERN COAST SINKING. 


In Time, Thouaanda of Years, Per- 
haps, the Atlantic Ocean, According 
to Qeologiata, Will Plow Over the 
Citiea That Now Tower Above Its 
Shoree. 

Government geological experts have 
calculated that New York, Boston. 
Philadelphia and all the other cities 
along the Atlantic coast will eventual- 
ly sink beneath the ocean. They have 
observed that there hns been a steady 
sinking of the whole const, and they 
nay that It Is going on at tbe present 
moment 

Geologists have long recognized the 
fact that tho Atlantic coast line was 
much farther out than It Is now. There 
la a line from 100 to 800 miles off tbe 
present coast at which the water sud- 
denly gets deeper. Out to that distance 
the water Is generally about 300 feet 
deep. Then It plunges suddenly and 
becomes ten times as far to the ocean's 
bottom. Tho men of tho const survey 
have traced this Une throughout the 
length of our coast line and Gnd It 
similar all along. The geologists say 
that the continent once reached out 
that far and that there was the coast 
line, but a gradual decline through the 
ages has caused that Hue to retreat 
until now It is where we know it 
From a geological standpoint thts 
has happened In comparatively recent 
times. It has all been done since tbe 
glacial period. Thts brings It Into the 
present period and makes the action 
new. In fact It Is positively known to 
be going on now. 

There Is an ancient sill In tho Charles- 
town navy yard at Boston with re- 
gard to which there is definite Informa- 
tion as to its elevation. It was put 
in place seventy years ago; Its eleva- 
tion was given with relation to mean, 
high and low tide, and also with refer- 
ence to surrounding landmarks. With 
relation to tho tide this sill has sunk 
seven-tenths of a foot With relation 
to tho landmarks It has the same posi- 
tion, a positive proof that Boston har- 
bor and tho city about It have sunk 
seven-tenths of a foot Into tho sea In 
tho last seventy years. 

The original mouth of the Iladson 
river Is now 200 miles out to sea. The 
ships follow Its old channel In leaving 
port even now. It Is not known how 
long ago It was when tho mouth of the 
river was not far out In the ocean. But 
It Is almost a certainty that when e 
similar time has elapsed the present 
dty will be an equal distance from tbe 
then land. 

Similarly will Boston bo submerged. 
Baltimore will disappear at about the 
same time aud groat portions of Wash- 
ington. The great Mississippi is bring- 
ing down great deposits to raise Its 
delta and counterbalance tbe decline. 
Bo low Is New Orleans that It will be 
one of tho first cities to sink below the 
sea level and bo a municipality high 
walled against the enemy, the sea. Gal- 
veston has already felt the encroach- 
ment of the waters und has been forced 
to build Itself u sea wall. 

Tbe geological survey makes topo- 
graphical maps. On these lines are run 
at given elevations. For Instance, a 
line may be run about Manhattan Is- 
land at a level twenty feet above the 
water at the Battery. It would sub- 
merge tho customs bouse and extend up 
Broadway nearly to Wall street From 
the east It would Invade the financial 
district almost to Nassau street It 
would overflow half the land between 
the dty hall and the East river. Far- 
ther up It would submerge a narrower 
strip, but Its Intrusion would create 
great havoc. 

A fifty foot rise of water would wipe 
Manhattan Island out entirely. Of 
course. If these depressions came on 
very gradually the water fronts would 
be diked against their Intrusions. In 
this way New York city might be saved 
from destruction for a very long time. 
It will Inevitably become a city sur- 
rounded by a high levee, against which 
the ocean Mill beat with an ever in 
creasing advantage. It might perpetu- 
ate Itself by artificial means, but In the 
end it will be put In an Impossible post 
tlon. The waters will follow over the 
fiats of New Jersey and of Long Island. 

They will even beat back through 
the Delaware and the Cliesapeaka und 
get beyond the dty und cut off com 
munlcution with the main part of the 
land. Finally. New York will find It- 
self a city down In u well far out from 
the mainland. Gradually the peopl< 
who dwell In it will desert It and re- 
pair to the then mainland The water* 
will eventually lap uway the great 
walls that have l>een built to keep out 
the sea und will tumble In uinong thi 
skyscrapers - W. A. Du Puy's "Uncli 
Sum, Wonder Worker "

To feel oven nor- 
mal 1 now needed threo or four times 
tho half dozen pills which at first had 
given me such exquisite pleasure. To 
get the exhilaration, tho soothed nerves, 
the contentment I craved, I, like each of 
the millions before me, bad to use more 
and more each day. 

"Thirty -six fun of oplam at retail 
costs, at an average. $3. A fifty cent 
tip to my *cook* and a quarter for the 
privilege of the room in which I smok- 
ed made my habit cost me about $4 a 
day, which made a ghastly bole in even 
tbe good salary I earned. I began to 
buy my opium by the con, paying from 
$25 to $30 for tins averaging 400 fun. 
The elimination of the retailer's profit 
helped temporarily, hut the ever In- 
creasing demands of my habit soon

thus he could afford to sell their pro- 
ductions at u very low rate.

Don’t permit any frnlt to ripen on berry 
plants set this season, except on fall hear- 
ing strawberries 

Birds of a feather should flock together 
Don’t put chickens, turkeys and ducks In 
the same yard. 

Experienced growers do not pick ber- 
ries for market when the fruit Is wet and 
they keep the crates in a cool place, out 
of the sun. 

Three years of spraying, pruning and 
cultivation will bring an orchard that you 
arc ashamed of into a condition that you 
will be proud of. 

Steady application is what counts in 
any business, especially in farmlug, for 
in this employment a day or an hour was- 
ted Is usually more than loss of time, for 
it is opportunity gone. 

Grain fed to cows should he properly 
mingled with cut and moistened fodder, 
so that It may be digested with as little 
strain to the system of the animal as pas- 
ture grass, and wear her out no faster. 

Gardeners say that In the larger vines 
of peas there is a better succession of 
bloom, giving a longer picking from the 
same seeding than the dwarf peas afford. 

TcbcIi a young calf to be led by a rope, 
aud If it Is to be bred for a cow the ac- 
complishment will greatly Increase its 
value. The sooner this docility is learned 
the better for the animal and Its owner. 

The henetlts of spraying are no longer 
questioned by progressive fruit growers. 
There may be seasons when It is not ab- 
solutely necessary, but no one can tell 
when the pleasures of that season will be 
experienced. As a safeguard for the 
quantity and quality of the fruit spraying 
Is certainly indispensable. 

There is too much timidity in building 
np lands. Those who fear to speud a dol- 
lar for fertilizer, lime, manure, etc., will 
have difficulty in improving their poor 
soil. Itemember that those who cast 
their bread upon the w aters (intelligently) 
gather it up again (increased in size) 
many days hence. 

Were it not for the depredations of 
grasshoppers and crickets, early autumn 
is perhaps the best time in the year for 
sowing most varieties of grass seed, the 
precise time to be determined each year 
by the condition of the soil and the char- 
acter of the weather. On rich land too 
early seeding may give too much growth 
the first season. Grass roots need the 
protection of their own leaves, but it 
will not do to smother the plants under 
too heavy a mulch of rank leaf growth. 
The favorable period is from the last of 
July to the middle of September. 

Cutting weeds out of corn taller than 
one’s head on a hot July or August day is 
no picnic job, to say the least, but It Is a 
means of making a bumper acreage yield. 
Big weeds that almost invariably come In 
the corn field late In the season after the 
cultivators have stopped, rob the corn se- 
riously of the moisture and plant foods 
which they should have for final large 
maturity. Big wages can he made cut- 
ting big weeds out of big corn — Heber 
Andrews. 

If cow s are fed at stated intervals, they 
will not worry for food until the time for 
feeding arrives. If It is then given to 
them in proper quantity, they will eat and 
lie down, chew the cud aud sleep or rest 
conteutedlv until time for another feed. 
First give the grain mixture, and milk the 
cows while they are eatiug It. This 
routine Is recommended because, with 
some cows, the milk comes more freely 
while they are eating that portiou of their 
ration which has the most relish. 

Until a few years ago the corn crop 
was handled maluly in reference to the 
grain, the stalks or stover being consid- 
ered of miner value. Of late years It has 
been found that the mature corn atalk 
contains almost as much actual feeding 
value as the grain, providing the stalk is 
harvested at the right time and stored In 
the right mauner Tbe modern silo has 
come in as a means of preserving the 
whole corn plant, and hence almost 
doubling tbe crop's value

A vital part of the motor or running 
gear may be replaced by a blacksmith 
or local machine shop from the ordi- 
nary sizes of stock carried on hnnd, 
and the screw thread sizes as now 
used conform to a certain standard 
thnt renders replacements exceedingly 
simple. Grease cups, nuts or bolts that 
may have been lost may be replaced at 
the nearest supply store or garage, for 
no longer does each manufacturer 
work only to bis own specifications on

MYSTERY OF THE EEL 

Juat How Its Existence Enda, or Why, 
No One Seems to Know. 

Of nil tiro forms of fish science has 
atuillod tho wl la the moat remarknltlo 
mul tho least understood. Ita life tila 
tor.v la mysterious and ns slippery as 
Its own akin. 

Its breeding grounds are tho mid 
Atlantic, at what depth nobody 
knows. During the year the larval 
eel remains at sea It never oats mid 
grows constantly smaller. It finally 
starts swimming toward tho mouth of 
some fresh water stream — often one 
that la a thousand miles away. 

On arrival at Its destination tho eel 
promptly changes from tho thinness 
of a visiting card and a transparency 
that permits only Its glistening black 
eyes to be seen to tho pigmented 
snakeliko tlsb that Is trapped and 
speared on tho coast and In tho rivers. 

As soon as tho eel has brought forth 
Its first spawning of 15,CKX),000 to 20, 
000,000 eggs It (lies, but Just bow Its 
existence ends or why It should bo cut 
olT so short remains a mystery. One 
thing Is certain, no adults come in 
from the sen. no adults remain In the 
streams. 

The eel Is n vertebrate animal which 
emerges from an egg loss than one 
twenty-fifth of an Inch In diameter. 
It grows to a length of three Inches In 
perhaps a yenr, and during that time 
Is buffeted nliout on' the high seas and 
drifts over a distanco of 1,000 miles 
or more. 

Yet (luring all this period the eel 
takes uo food whatever and Is doubt- 
less Incapable of doing so. owing to 
the unprepared condition of its diges- 
tive organs. — Now York American. 

CURIOUS MULTIPLICATION.

MAROONED 
ON AN ISLAND

If you had a mariner s cbnrt before ' 
you. you would see that Wake islnud 
Is a bit of a dot in tho Paclllc oeenn j 
lylnx a little south of tho regular sail- 
ing route between Honolulu and Yoko 
hnmn. Now and then It is sighted by 
steamer or sailing vessel making the 1 
passage, but the great majority pass it 
by 200 miles to the uorth. 

In tho year 1801 tbe bark Restless 
miged out of San Francisco on a voy- 
age to Japan, and a fate befell her 
which reads like any tlctlon of the 
sen. James W’estall was a landsmnn. ' 
knowing nothing of ships and sailors, 
and It transpired that the captain he 
selected was a thoroughly bad man, 
while the mate was a little better. It ; 
was probably the captain’s idea from 
the outset to get possession of the ship, 
but Westall’s suspicions wore not , 
aroused until after they bad called at i 
Honolulu and resumed the voyage. , 
Then he overheard observations among ! 
the crow which alarmed hltu, and he 
went to the captain with his state- 
ments. He wns told without any beat- 
ing around the bush that the bark 
was to change hands. lie was to be 
marooned on Wake island, and she 
was to pursue her voyage as captain 
and crew decided. It was ono man 
against fifteen, and of course be was 
helpless. Not a pound of provisions 
or an extra nrtlcle of clothing was to 
go with him. no was not even to 
have the means of kindling a fire. 
Rendered desperate by tho situation, 
he made a fight for It. but was soon 
knocked senseless by a blow of a 
capstan bar and while In that condi- 
tion was rowed ashoro nnd dumped ou 
the beacli. 

He tried for days nnd days to pro- 
duce fire by rubbing dry sticks togeth 
or, but bo never succeeded, ne con- 
structed a hut In the woods, but bis 
food consisted of shellfish, roots nnd j 
wild fruits, and there was no way to 
replace his clothing, no soon found 
fresh wnter. nnd he also made tho dts | 
covery that the spot seemed accursed 
of all living things except the land 
crabs. They were gigantic in size, and 
his only wuy of escaping them was to 
climb a tree. Ho built a platform 
among the limbs ten feet from the 
earth, und every night during his long 
stay ho resorted to it. 

You will wonder how a man could 
have lived for a month as Westnll 
lived for three yeare. During his sec- 
ond year had he thought to erect some 
sort of signal ns a sailor would have 
made ho probably would have been 
rescued, ns two or throe traders entne 
tn for wnter. but he did not even heap 
up stones or set up a bush to attract 
attention. He had existed on the Is 
laud three years and two weeks when 
the American whaling ship Jonathan 
touched there for water. I was In the 
boat first sent ashore, nnd while wait- 
ing for the water casks to arrive I 
followed a path up Into the wood9 and 
discovered Wcstall asleep on his plat- 
form. I believed him at first to be al- 
most black; his hair was loug and mat- 
ted, and he was without clothing. As 
he came tumbling down I ran away 
und gave tho alarm. That frightened 
him, and seven men of us spent a half 
n dny In his capture. He fought us 
with the greatest ferocity, and for a 
long time wo could not make out Ills 
nationality. He chattered u queer jar- 
gon or sulked, and wo bad put in at a 
Japanese port before we could keep 
clothing on him. 

I was one of tho upprentico boys on 
the ship, and ub the wild man had tak- 
en u great liking to me and I seemed 
to be tho only one who could control 
him the American consul advised that 
I be left behind with tho man while 
the ship made a three months’ circuit. 

I put up u blackboard and turned 
schoolmaster. I chalked down the let- 
ters of the ulphaltet, made figures., drew 
pictures and tried to start his memory 
to work. For a month I had no luck. 

! The man’s mind was as blank as night. 
He tried hard enough, and he used to 
weep almost dally, but he could not 
get hold of the end of the string. I 
had almost given up all hope when 
one day as I was going through the 
, usual performance memory came bock 
to him like u flash. He suddenly ut- 
j tered a shout und sprang to his feet, 
und us I turned on him it was to find 
1 a new look on his face and to hear 
him shout 

“It has come! It has come! My tiumo 
is James Westnll, and 1 can reniemi>er 
everything!" 

So it turned out, hut the shock of ru- 
: covery brought about an illness that 
' confined him to his bed for weeks. 
When he could relate his story the 
consul went to work to find out what 
hud become of tho Restless. Inqui- 
ries were made at all ports of China 
nnd Japan, hut u<> news was obtained. 

‘ The search was still being prosecuted 
j when a sandalwood Trader from one 
j of the Philippines brought the consul 
some wreckage picked up three years 
before which proved that the bark had 
gone to the tiottom in a gale encoun- 
tered soon after soiling from Wake 
Uluud. To this duy there have been 
no tidings to alter this liellef. The 
i wretches who so coolly and deliberate- 
ly planned the death of the shipowner 
by starvation did not live beyond a few 
days to enjoy their triumph. The three 
• years spent on the island made an old 
man of Westall before his time, and he

ANDREW JACKSON’S FINE. 

How Jutfgo Hsll Came to Punish the 
Doughty Qeneral. 

When tho war of 1812 was over 
vague rumors of peace drifted Into 
New Orleans, hut still Jackson did net 
feel Justified In revoking the martial 
law. under which ho hud placed the 
city While tho city was In this state 
this peculiar Incident started. A man 
named Ijouailllcr was tried as being 
a spy and wns acquitted. This dis- 
pleased Jackson, and feeling that tn 
the martial law he had complete com- 
mand of tho city, he. In opposition to 
the court, retained Louallller In prison 
and sent Judge Hall out of the city 
with orders not to return until II was 
regularly posted that ponce bud been 
declared or that the enemy had left 
tho const 

Tho following day canto tho overdue 
notice officially explaining that peace 
had been declared and that tho treaty 
had been mttfied Upon hearing this 
Jackson revoked tho martial law and 
sot nil his prisoners free. Then pre- 
paring to send homo tho detached mi- 
litia from Louisiana, Tennessee and 
Kentucky amid tho greetings and dem 
castrations of tho populace, Judge Hall 
returned to the city. 

In order to uphold the honor, ns It 
seems of the civil over tho martial gov 
eminent. Judge Hall Issued, on March 
21, an order summoning Jacksou to 
court for contempt of a habeas corpus 
writ and also to state his reason for 
so doing. The next day Jackson ui>- 
peared in court lu person. lie hold a 
written protest against the decision 
which was to be given. 

Hall then Imposed a fine of $1,000 
remarking that "the duty wns impious 
ant, that he could not forget the im 
portaut services of the defendant to 
tho country, and that In consideration 
thereof he would not make Imprison 
meut u part of the punishment" 

The fine was promptly paid amid 
cheering of the crowd for the popular 
hero.— Philadelphia Press.

Yesterday morning he was taken to the 
Quincy hospital, where he remained un- 
conclous until last night, when he revived, 
and Indications this morning are that he 
will recover without injurious effects. 

David Waterman Bates. 

The name Bates or Waterman as ap- 
plied to a Weymouth citizen means of a 
line of Weymouth ancestry extending 
back through many generations and such 
was Deacon David W. Bates who passed 
away at his home on East street East 
Weymouth last Sunday. 

Deacon Bales was one of 14 children 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Bales, of 
whom but one is left, Samuel N Bates, 
68i> Broad street, East Weymouth. Mr. 
Bates first saw the light Nov. 11th 1831, 
at 108 Middle street. His school life 
was in the district school of Ills 
native village and like most boys of his 
time he passed from school to a shoe 
worker eventually an exyert in the know- 
ledge of leather and for nearly forty years 
up to the time of his retirement, a few 
years ago, w as in the employ of the lead- 
ing manufacturer of boots ami shoes in 
East Weymouth. 

Mr. Bates was of a quiet, unassuming 
uature, never seeking public notoriety or 
position and yet always with a deep in- 
terest In all atTairs pertaining to moral and 
social uplift to his native town and vil- 
lage and one whom no one knew but to 
honor and respect. 

The Congregational church had in him 
one of its most faithful members, as a lad 
of 18 years of age he was with it at its 
beginning, grew up with it, became a 
member of the church in 18(18 ami at the 
time of his death was its seuior deacon, 
having been a member of the board for 
nearly forty years, lie was also a strong 
temperance advocate aud alllliated with 
Mechanics Temple of Honor 

While taking much Interest iu public 
allairs Mr. Bates may more properly be 
called a home mau. 

At “Thanksgiving Time", Nov. 1855 he 
married Abble J. Rice and Nov 28th l‘J07 
celebrated the 50th anniversary of that 
marriage at the home in East Wey- 
mouth. 

The death of Mr. Bates was as peaceful 
as hail been his life For the past two or 
three years, infirmities of age had crept 
over him w ith resultant declining health 
but without physical suffering. Sunday 
morning he performed the usual routlue 
of his life about his home, walked out 
about his place aud at noon sat at his 
table taklug with his family the uoou day 
lunch, when there came a sudden weak- 
ness and failure of life action aud iu Uve 
minutes as a living being David Water- 
man Bates was no more. 

Mr. Bates leaves the w ife with w hom 
he had spent uearly 57 years of wedded 
life, two sons. Frank W. of Revere, 
Harry 1. of Quincy and two daughters, 
Ida W , wife of John M. Soule of East 
Weymouth aud Elizabeth, w ife of Benja- 
min B Hutch of Dorchester 

Fuucral services were held at the late 
home of the deceased Wednesday after- 
noon aud were conducted by Rev. Edward 
T Ford I) 1). of the Cougreratlonal 
church who paid a beautiful tribute to 
Deacon Bates as a man, citizen and woik- 
er in the church. A quartette composed 
of Mrs. Blanch Wilder, Mrs. Ethel Carey

Her hus- 
batul died about 10 years ago aud she had 
lived with her sou at the present home for 
about ll> years. 

Mrs. Harmau was born lu South Wey- 
mouth, March 23, 1844, the daughter of 
the late Nathaniel Shaw , a former prom- 
inent boot aud shoe manufacturer in the 
towu, member of the legislature and 
prominent in the Old South church. The 
Shaw school at Nash’s cornea was named 
for him. She was the last of the Shaw 
family but one, being survived by her 
"half brother, William A. Shaw of South 
Weymouth. She leaves two children, 
Lester B Harman of Somerville and Mrs 
II. R. Smith of Buxton, Maine The 
funeral w as held Mouday, July 20, from 
her late residence iu Somerville. The 
services were conducted by Rev. George 
A. Stautou of Boston, a former pastor of 
tlie Old South church. Mr Stanton spoke 
feelingly of former days when they were 
lu South Weymouth together. There 
were many beautiful floral tributes aud 
the burial was lu the family lot at High- 
land cemetery, the Immediate members 
of the family being present at the grave. 

Robert Melvin Wood. 

Robert Melvin Wood of Braintree, a 
former resident of this town, died at the 
City hospital, Quincy, Sunday morning, 
the result of a fall of seven feet, at the 
Fore River Ship Yard Saturday, when his 
back was broken. Mr. Wood was 58 
years old the day of Ills funeral. He was 
born iu East Boston, his father being an 
old time ship builder.

''—HOST TO AGED QUARTET. 

Almon B. Raymond of Sooth Wey- 
mouth Entertains Four of Wey- 
mouth's Oldest Men on Automobile 
Tour Last Friday. 

Almon B. Raymond of Pleasant street, 
South Weymouth, had as guests last Fri- 
day afternoon, four of the oldest men in 
Weymouth, their combined ages totalling 
363 years The afternoon was delightfully 
passed with an automobile trip to Nan- 
tasket and other places of interest on the 
South Shore, in Mr. Raymond's large tour- 
ing car. Mr. Raymond acted as chauffeur 
as well as host and a most pleasing trip 
was experienced by the four men, who 
were Francis S. Torrey, Oliver Houghton, 
C. Lorlng Stetson and Francis H. Tllden. 
A brief sketch of the men follows : 

Francis S. Torrey Is 91 years of age. 
He was born In South Weymouth In 1823, 
thu son of Mr. and Mrs. Joslah Torrey 
and this town has always been his home. 
He Is a descendant of William Torrey, 
one of Uve Torrey brothers, who landed 
at North Weymouth In 1640, coming from 
Combe, St. Nickolas, Somerset County In 
Englaud. For eighty years he has at- 
tended the Old South church regularly. 
He resides on Main street, South Wey- 
mouth. 

The youngest member of the party was 
C. Lorlng Stetson, who is 88 years olef- 
lie was born in South Weymouth in 1826 
aud has always resided there. He is said 
to be the oldest living bandmaster, re- 
tired, in the country. When very young 
he began to play an E flat cornet and for 
more than half a century was a prominent 
musician and has no doubt attended more 
parades, dances, concepts, firemen’s mus- 
ters and other functions calling for music 
than any other musician in this section. 
In 1845, he first played in hands and or- 
chestras. The Weymouth Band num- 
bered him amoug its members for over 85 
years and he was the leader of this band 
until 1882, when he resigned. At Phila- 
delphia iu 1865, this baud won flrst prize 
iu a contest that included bands from all 
over the United States. While a member 
of the Boston Brigade band, Mr. Stetattn 
took part In the serenading of Jenny Lind | 
at the Revere House in Boston, taking the 
solo part iu “Wood Up.” He also played 
at the reception to Daniel Webster lu 
1852 and at Kossuth's reception iu 1853 
For some time he was band master of the 
4th Regiment Band. He resides in South 
Weymouth, having given up active life 
several years ago. 

Francis Henry Tilden, the fourth mem- 
ber of the party Is 91 years of age. He 
was born at Weymouth Landing and has 
been a resident of that place all his life- 
lie was a prominent singer iu his earlier 
life and is the last of the old time singing 
masters. He began to sing in chutcb 
choirs at the age of 14. He was one of 
thu earliest promotors and members of 
the Weymouth-Brass band formed about 
1840 and for several years he was closely 
connected with the Weymouth Glee Club 
aud the Weymouth Singing society. A 
few days ago, he, with Mrs. Tilden ob- 
served the 65th anniversary of their 
marriage iu a quiet way at their home ou 
Front street, Weymouth. 

Oliver lloughtou, the oldest member of 
the party, is nearly 93 years old. He was 
born in New York city in 1821 aud came 
to Weymouth in 1849. Mr. Houghton is 
the oldest living member of Reynolds 
Post 58 G A. R. aud is also a past com- 
mander of the Post. He has served 
many terms ou the staff of the department 
aud It is claimed that he is the oldest 
policeman iu the United States, having 
been appointed as a member of the force 
by the selectmen lu 1870. He resides iu 
East Weymouth. 

Ou account of Illness William W. Ray- 
mond, age 91, was prevented from accept- 
ing the invitation to make the trip with 
the other four gentlemen.

FIRE PROTECTION ASSURED 

$24,500 Voted at Special Town Meet- 
ing in Odd Fellows Hall, East 


Weymouth 


The much talked of special town meet- 
ing of the towu of Weymouth, which has 
been the subject of discussion on every 
street corner, at home, In clubs, on cars 
etc,, the past two weeks, was held In Odd 
Fellows Opera House, East Weymouth, 
on Wednesday evening. 

The check list was used to admit only 
voters into the hall and the full limit of 
the allowed 525 passed in and about 
twenty-five other voters gathered on the 
steps outside Chief of Police Butler, 
with a squad of patrolmen were in charge 
of the crowd, and handled the large audi- 
ence in fine style. 

At 7.30 o’clock Town Clerk John A. 
Raymond called the meeting to order. 
After reading the warrant, Article 1, to 
choose a moderator for the meeting, was 
taken up. Robert S. Hoffman immedi- 
ately nominated William J. Holbrook of 
8outh Weymouth. C. R. Greeley fol- 
lowed at once with the nomination of 
Carmine Garofalo. Mr. Raymond then 
called for a vote of the audience and Mr. 
Holbrook was chosen over Mr. Garofalo 
78 to 24. Mr. Holbrook thanked the gath- 
ering for the honor and proceeded to take 
up Article 2 of the warrant No commit- 
tees were prepared to report and the 
meeting passed on to Article 3, the most 
important and most discussed article of 
the entire warrant. It read as follows : 

On petition of M. E Hawes and eight- 
een others : To see If the town will raise 
aud appropriate a sufficient sum of money 
to purchase a combination auto for the 
Fire Department of the town, or take any 
yther action in relation thereto. 

M. E. Ilawes started the ball rolling by 
moving that Articles 3 and 4 be taken up 
together. 

J. C. Howe, with his usual wit and 

good nature aboard, got the ffoor and 
asked for a report, either partial or com- 
plete of the committee appointed at the 
last town meeting iu March, to Investigate 
the needs of the lire departments of the 
toMn. Peter Gallaut also requested a re- 
port. No reports forthcoming at this 
point. Mr. Hawes renewed his former 
motion, but Mr. Howe was still persis- 
tant in his demaud for a report of what 
the committee has done to date. Frauk 
E. Loud, for the committee gave the fol- 
lowing preliminary report of the coroit- 
tee : 

“We recommend that the Iom u purchase 
a first class automobile pumping machine 
with chemical tank, hose capacity, ladder 
and full equipment to be located at the 
Broad street house In Ward 2. Also one 
combination Hose and Chemical automo- 
bile car to be located at tbe Hose house 
lu Ward 1.” 

Mr. Hom'c moved report be accepted. 
The motion prevailed. J. E. Inkley de- 
clared himself as against taking Articles 
3 and 4 together. Mr. lloM’e next spoke 
in favor of auto truck in Ward 2, also in 
other parts of the Iom u If the voters so 
desired them ; then moved as a further 
umeudineul to Mr. HaMes' motion, that 
Article 5 be taken with Articles 3 aud 4 
also. Peter Gallant uexl gut busy aud 
gave a lengthy speech In favor of the auto 
truck, cltlug several interesting facts lu 
his abrupt and amusing manner. Mr 
Gallaut Mas called to order several times 
by the moderator and then Preston Lew is 
came to Mr. Gallant's rescue aud asked 
that the Commercial slreetlte be allowed 
to tell his story In his own convincing 
way, which Mr Gallaut was allowed to 
do. 

M. E Hawes then spoke ou the why 
and w herefore of his article, saying that 
for years aud years the low n had been 
bidding for a Are like that of the garage, 
leatherette factory and the Towu Hall, 
aud was fortunate that the fire of that 
occasion did not approach tbe Salem dis- 
aster of a few weeks ago. Mr. Greeley 
crltisized the taking of Articles 3 aud 4 
together aud hardly considered it fair 
Mr. llowe enlivened the meellug at this 
point with several more well chosen re- 
marks. J. E Inkley next stated that he 
was in favor of the truck iu Ward 2, but 
was not in favor of combining Articles 3 
aud 4 Peter E. Sullivan of Weymouth 
theu asked that Article 6 be takeu up at 
this time. It was voted not to ilo so in 
short order 

J 11 Walsh theu spoke on the lack of 
gelliug anything done aud asked the vot- 
ers lo stop parleying aud get down lo 
business At ibis juncture the amend- 
ment to take up Articles 3, 1 and 5 was 
voted on and uut carried Mr Hawes' 
motion to lake up Articles 3 aud 4 to- 
gether was lost also Article 8 alone 


was then taken up and Mr. Hawes asked 
for time to prepare a motion In relation 
to the article. While Mr. Ilawes was 
getting his motion in presentable shape, 
Mr. Howe asked for Information regard- 
ing lire conditions In the south part of 
the town. Before It was given Mr. 
Hawes made the following motion : That 
the town purchase a llrst class automo- 
bile pumplug machine with chemical tank, 
hose capacity, ladder and full equipment, 
to be located at the "Broad street house in 
Ward 2, and that the town be further 
moved to raise and appropriate the sum 
of 812,000, for the purchase of the appa- 
ratus and for fitting the Ward 2 house 
for the auto truck, the sum to be raised 
by appropriating $2,000 from any availa- 
ble fund and by five notes of 82,000 each, 
one coming due lu July 1916, one in July 
1916, and so on to July 1919. It was fur- 
ther moved at this time that David Kid- 
der, F. E. Loud, Robert 8. Hoffman, with 
the Board of Fire Engineers be author- 
ized to look after the execution of this 
motion, if carried. Chief of the Fire 
Department, W. W. Pratt, then spoke on 
the matter of a central lire station, being 
much iu favor of it, but desiring the sum 
of 816,000 for the work Instead of 812, 0(X) 
as in Mr. Hawes’ motion. 

Walter L. Bates uext spoke aud fa- 
vored the auto truck for Ward 2, but did 
not think the time was ripe for a central 
tire station. He further stated that he 
hoped to see Articles 4, 5 and fi pass ou 
their merits. Mr. Bates seconded Mr. 
Hawes’ motion for auto for Ward 2. 
Rev. Mr. Hyde uext asked for detailed in- 
formation regarding auto trucks, what 
they could do and what they will do 
Charles Guertin then spoke on water pres- 
sure and water conditions iu general and 
also offered a substitute motion to pur- 
chase an auto truck without a pump, but 
put the pump at the pumping station in 
South Weymouth, where it Is needed the 
most. District Engineer J. Q. Hunt, 
spoke on lack of proper horse service, 
and slated that if an ‘auto had been loca- 
ted in East Weymouth at the time of the 
big blaze iu that place, the gentlemen 
present would have been voting in the 
Town Hall instead of iu the Opera House. 
Chief Pratt followed with remarks along 
the same line. Mr. Ilowe had a few more 
words to say and Prank McCarthy asked 
the voters to stop so much argument aud 
get right down to strict business. M. 
Sheehy spoke and then, iu a llery speech, 
Mr. O'Brlcu hurled much critislzm at our 
present tire department, aud demanded a 
change. At this time Mr Guertiu’s sub- 
stitute motion was put and lost. Mr. 
Hawes' motion was again read aud it was 
moved as an amendment that the words 
“at the discretion of the Board of Fire 
Engineers" be substituted for the words 
“at the Broad street house in Ward 2." 
The motion prevailed. Mr. Hawes’ mo- 
tion with the amendment was agum read 
and us the article necessitated a two 
third's vote to pass, A. C. Gerstley and 
W. J. Sladen Mere appointed tellers by 
the moderator. Mr. Gerstley declined 
aud Burton B. Wright mus appointed 
Some discussion over alloM iug the votes 
of the voters ou the steps outside arose 
at this point, but the votes were alluMed 
to count aud amid much enthusiasm Mr. 
llaM es’ motion Meut through m ith a snap, 
280 to 102, and the feature article of the 
w arrant Mas settled to the satisfaction of 
East Weymouthitcs, Mho have fought 
long aud hard for proper fire protection 
iu Ward 2. 

Article 4 came next. The article was

Surplus suckers In blackberry or red 
raspberry patches should he treated just 
like weeds, leaving only enough shoots 
for next year’s frnltlng. 

Never be stlnay in the use of bedding 
It adds comfort to the stock and Improves 
the condition of the land. 

Hye which has been sown for pasturage 
must be kept fed down closely If It be 
allowed to grow too much It will become 
tough and woody ; If fed closely it will 
sprout, and If the ground he rich the food 
will he abundant. 

Unless the hen house Is dry and com- 
fortable there will not bu many eggs aud 
the fowls are very liable to he sick. 
Dampness Is much worse than cold. It 
will cause roup and all the long list of 
kindred diseases. 

Farmers will be surprised to tlnd how- 
many boarders they have In the dairy herd 
If they only test their cows for butter fat. 
The Ohio station found one herd of twelve 
cows that had eleven boarders. By 
boarders are meant cows that do not pay 
for their keep. 

There are few farms in the United 
States which would not be better for hav- 
sorae sheep grazing on them. They eat 
the refuse feed and they manure the 
ground. Sheep manure is favorable to 
the growth of heavy wheat and corn 

In selecting a male to head the llock, 
the first consideration should be vigor. 
He should be courageous, always willing 
to light for and defend his mates, active 
and hustling, and should have a strong 
crow. The hen should be active and busy, 
early off the roost in the morning, late in 
going in at night, always on the move 
hunting for food. 

Turnips and radishes are planted from 
the first weeks in July till the middle of 
August for tbe fall crop, which Is the 
best crop of the year for these vegetables. 
They should not be planted too early for 
table use. Where they make their growth 
in cool weather, they are tenderer and 
sweeter. 

Where cattle are reared under natural 
conditions, the rule that the young be 
dropped iu the spring will continue, but 
this practice is not necessarily the most 
successful in the older sections of the 
country. Fall dropped calves come at a 
time when the little attentions they need 
cun easily be given, and they occupy hut 
little space in barn or shed. 

It sometimes happens that farmers are 
in possession of extra good cows, but 
not realizing the amount of feed required 
by cows giving a large yield they are soon 
allowed to shrink in milk because tbe 
feed given does not provide sufficient uu- 
triment. While cows in good condition 
can, for a time, give more milk than the 
feed provides, by drawing upon the fat 
stored iu the body, yet if the grain is not 
gradually Increased as the cows lose in 
body weight theie will soon follow an 
abnormal shrinkage iu milk (low and also 
a decrease in the quality of milk yielded. 

There never was a time in the history 
of this country when cattle of all kinds 
were so scarce and high priced, especially 
high priced. Consumption lias increased 
faster tiiau production. Fanners in gen- 
eral are awake to the possibilities of beef 
production as a side line to general farm- 
ing, even on a small scale. The dairy- 
man <-aii also liecoine a beef grower, or 
at least grower of calves to sell as feeders 
to farmers who have a surplus of feeds 
which they wish to market through live 
stock 

With many the tirst gardening of early 
spring is all that is attempted Some of 
tiie crops, of course are the long-season 
kiti<! hence they bear iu late summer aud 
through the fail However, w lieu the 
short-season crops have yielded aud goue 
the ground they occupied remaius idle and 
1 grows up to weeds aud grass during the 
mld-si&sou and late season During the 
rush held harvesting season the garden is 
usually neglected, hence it does not y ield 
the foods it ought to yield 

But a few years ago. the only steadfast 
I friend of sweet clover was the bee man 
whose neighbors iu many cases accused 
! him of maliciously scattering the seed of 
a despised weed This opposition, how- 
. ever is gradually changing to a more 
friendly attitude aud to-day we observe 
1 many articles published iu the agrlcu'tu:- 
al press telling of the great worth of 
sweet clover a* a soil-enriching plaut aud 
as a feed for slock Those who have 
grow u it as a hay crop aud for pasture 
praised it most highly As a result of all 
iuvestigatii >us and tests there seeuis to 
have been suddenly created a general in- 
terest all over tiie country iu its favor

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

•tow It Came to Be Placed Under the 
Treasury Department. 

The United Stati*** revenue cutter 
porrlce Is n military nrm of the govern- 
ment attached to nnd tinder the direc- 
tion of the treasury department. The 
service wns organized In 171H> nnd con- 
stituted tho original nnvnl force of the 
country There wns nt Hint time uo 
finvy department, nnd the service wns 
placed under the treasury department, 
where It has remained ever since. 

It Is charged with the enforcement of 
the navigation and customs laws of the 
United States, the assistance of vessels 
In distress, tho protection of the scal- 
ing industry in AJnskn, the enftwee- 
ment of the quarantine Inws, the de- 
struction of derelicts nnd other floating 
dangers to navigation nnd numerous 
other duties appropriate to Its class of 
vessels. Each winter, by direction of 
the president, a number of tho cutters 
patrol tbe coast for the special purpose 
of assisting vessels In dlstresa 

Tlio service co-opemtee with tho navy 
when directed by the president and 
has so co-operated In every war In 
which the United States hits been en- 
gaged. It is sometimes called tho reve- 
nue marine service, but revenue cutter 
service is tbe proper name. There are 
forty-three cutters In the service, and 
they carry from one to live or six guns 
each.— Philadelphia Press.

But the chancellor proved too strong 
for all of them, and the board, once a 
reality, has. like the ixmrd of trade, 
long since censed to meet — London 
Chronicle.

SAFETY FIRST 


Autos and Street Cars. 

In many cities automobiles are compel- 
led to come to a dead atop behind street 
cars taking ou or discharging passengers. 
Such is not the practice in Fall River. 
Several accidents may be traced directly 
to lack of enforcement of this rule, aud 
at least one death. It is not helpful to 
oue’s nerves to step from a street car aud 
have a speeding auto whiz by one’s nose, 
nor is it pleasant to be compelled to dodge 
for life with motor cars tooting their 
warnings to right and left. Tiie rule re- 
ferred to is reasonable. No driver' of an 
automobile who has regard for safety 
first would take serious exception to its 
rigid enforcement in Fr'l River. Some 
sueli protection is necessary, especially in 
the center where passcugers frequently 
board and leave the street cars. The 
question is one w hicli should be considered 
toy tiie aldermen aud tiie police commis- 
sioners. It is just as essentirl that vehic- 
les should stop behind cars when passen- 
gers are going or coming as it is that they 
should lie halted by a taaflid officer to give 
pedestrians or other vehicles the right of 
way at street intersections. — Fall River 
Herald. 


Help Enforce the Law. 

Three pieces of legislation recently en- 
acted in this State are of special interest 
to every user of tiie highways. 

(1.) Horse drawn vehicles, whether in 
the country, town or city, are required to 
carry lights at night (hay and straw teams 
excepted.) 

(2.) Motor vehicles are absolutely for- 
bidden to cut out the muffler iu the thickly 
settle or business districts of a city or 
town, that is to say wherever buildings 
average less than 200 feet apart for a dis- 
tance of a quarter of a mile. 

(3.) Motor cycles, on and after January 
1, 1915, must carry number plates. 

It is the manifest duty of carriage 
drivers to light thefr vehicles at night, 
not only for the sake of others, but to 
protect themselves. It is likewise incum- 
bent upon automobile operators to dis- 
continue the practice of opening the cut 
out, which investigation lias proved to be 
of little or no benefit to the operators, but 
which is a constant source of annoyance 
to other travelers. With the motor cyclist 
long an offender both in tiie matter of 
speed and noise, effectually tagged for 
identification, it is hoped that be too will 
perceive tiie advisability of complying 
with the law. 

If the public wants these and other 
automobile laws enforced, it must take 
the trouble to secure compliance, either 
through appeals to decency, or by assist- 
iug the authorities .in compelling obedi- 
ence. These authorities are unable, ow ing 
to the magnitude of the problem at the 
present time, to handle It without the as- 
sistance of individual members of the 
public It is tiie duty, therefore, of every 
person having tiie welfare at heart to en- 
courage and actively to aid the officers of 
the law in their insistence on obedience 
thereto

SURGICAL SHOCK. 

Only In a Vague Way Does 8clence 
Know What Causee It. 

Shock is still one of the great mys- 
teries of surgery. Many theories have 
been put forward to explain Just what 
It Is. Each of these has seemed at- 
tractive until Its Inherent defects were 
discovered by experience. 

In a lecture before the British Royal 
College of Surgery Dr. A. Rendle 
Short reviewed these successive theo- 
ries nnd described the experiments of 
himself nnd others by which they 
were disproved. But researches by 
Dr. Crlle of Cleveland, Professor Sher- 
rington of England and Dr. F. H. 
Pike of Columbia university, New 
York, seemed to him to offer at least 
a clew to tlie real nature of shock. 

Professor Short did not formulate a 
definite theory, but suggested thut sur- 
gical shock was due to un Inhibiting 
or paralyzing of the Important nuclei 
In the region of the fourth ventricle 
of the brain nnd perhaps In the cere- 
bellum. These are "continually send- 
ing Impulses down the spinal cord, 
maintaining Its functional nctlvlty nnd 
Increasing muscular toue.” Tlie effect 
of tills paralysis Is to cut off tliese Im- 
pulses, whereupon the functions of 
the spinal cord are greatly reduced, 
muscular tone Is abolished, and as a 
secondary result the blood pressure 
may fall. The respiratory center nnd 
perhaps also the vasomotor center 
share In tills inhibition or puralysls. 

"Deuth," said Dr. Short, "Is due to 
the accumulation of blood In the great 
veins,” so thnt the flow does not pro- 
vide n proper filling for the heart— 
New York World.

fiRST DEMONSTRATION OF FIRE APPARATUS 


James Boyd & Son, Inc., Show Large 5-Ton, 6-Cyl- 
Inder Hachine, in Town Last Tuesday 


i The first (>f several demonstration, of 
fire automobile apparatus was held In town 
W»t Tuesday, under the direction of the 
Committee selected at the special Town 
Heeling last Wednesday ulghlto purchase 
(he automobile trucks as voted at the 
Beetlng. 

Through their agent, Horatio Gilbert 
of Milton, the James Boyd & Son Inc. firm 
of Philadelphia, Pa., gave a very success- 
ful demoustation of oue of their largest 
and most up-to-date machines. 

The huge gray pumping engine arrived 
10 town about 3 15, giving several tests In 
Washington square. Weymouth, drawing 
Water from the hydrant. 

Next It made a quick run to East Wey- 
mouth where many tlue tests were held, 
part of them taking place In front of the 
burned Town hall and the rest lit the rear 
off the East Weymouth carbarn. At the 
carbarn water was drawn from the pond 
and with a plentiful supply of water the 
pump went through Its paces In tlue style. 

The first test was with four lines of 
Nose, each 100 feet long with oue Inch 
oozzles on each. Water was drafted 
by suction seven feet and with 125 lbs. 
pressure at the pump, 105 lbs. at the noz- 
zle, each stream's capacity was 305 gals, 
per minute or 1220 gals, from four 
Streams, which Is indeed a grand test. 

In the second test the four 100 feet 
lines were slamesed Into one line with 
1 1-3 inch nozzle and with 120 lbs. pres- 
sure at the pump and 105 lbs. at the noz- 
zle, threw a single stream of 920 gallons 
per minute. 


Our County Tax. 

, The Norfolk County tax for the current 
year is $250,000 and the twenty-five towns 
aud one city get it as follows : 


In tlu* next test the lines were as iu 
test 2, but 150 lbs pressure was recorded 
Ht the pump and 130 lbs at the nozzle, 
this test showing a stream of 750 gals 
per minute. This stream carried a great 
distance 

The machine came over the road from 
Philadelphia, giving demonstrations on 
the way, in Kearney, N. J ; New London, 
Conn ami in Providence, R 1 , previous 
to coming to this town. The machine 
was In charge of John D Edmundson and 
Peter Stlres, the latter a brother-in-law 
of A C Webb, who designed the first 
motor pump used ou fire apparatus. Mr. 
Gilbert, who Is a district chief in Milton, 
also accompanied the machine aud assisted 
with the tests. 

The automobile weighs about five ton 
without hose. It will carry 1000 feet of 
hose, two ladders, one 12 ft. aud the other 
20 ft ; 4u gallon chemical tank, 200 ft. of 
chemical hose and other necessities for 
fighting fires. It is equipped with Good- 
year Metz cushion tires. It has a guaran- 
teed capacity of 900 gallons per minute 
from suction and has shown a capacity 
of 1050 gallons per minute. Its average 
estimated capacity is about 1000 gallons 
per minute. 

The car returned to Milton, hut will 
give another demonstration in South 
Weymouth on Union street near Hates 
avenue next Tuesday afternoon 

Several prominent firemen from other 
towns and cities in this sectiou witnessed 
the tests.

We have had our several year's fight 
w ith the gypsy moth, the brown tail moth, 
the eliu tree beetle, the tent caterpillar 
aud other vegetation destroyers, aud just 
as we begin to take hope that we are mak- 
ing good progress iu the destruction, along 
comes the army worm, which has been 
makiug havoc in the states west of us. 

High street iu East Weymouth is begin- 
ning to show the result of its work 
i Wherever it strikes it makes a clean 
sweep of nearly everything but clover 
and sorrel. These two plants It leaves 
alone There is also quite a little duiug 
by it at the Loud's, and other farms along 
Commercial street, aud also on some parts 
of the Town farm 

Efforts w ill be made by the Selectmen 
and moth dept, to meet the situation, 
but available funds for extensive work is 
a question which enters in The state de- 
partment, backed by the Governor, is en- 
deavoring to meet the situation, but the 
field already luvaded by the worm is large.

FIND SKELETON. 

East Braintree Diicovery May Be Vic- 
tim of Soldiers Row in 1812. 

Workmen tearing down an old house on 
Commercial street East Braintree last 
Friday afternoon, uncovered a human 
skeleton, the hones of which crumbled 
when touched. 

The house Is about 200 years old and 
was a noted roadhouse on the Boston to 
Plymouth coach road. It is now owned 
by (\ O. Miller, who Is having It demol- 
ished In order to erect a now liiilldiug on 
the site. 

The skeleton was four feel in the 
ground just outside a wall that ran along 
the southeast side of the house. Front 
the loose appearance of the stones in the 
wall, it looked as If the center stones had 
been removed at. some time and the body 
thrust through the opening from the In- 
side of the cellar, as the hones were just 
Hush with the outer sides of the w all. 

The bones were examined by Dr J. It* 
Cook. He said the hones had been In the 
ground over a hundred years 

< >ne of the older residents of the sec- 
tion stated that lie had heard his father 
say that a company of soldiers marching 
from Boston to Scituate to repel a lauding 
of British ut Scituate during the wnr of 
1812 had spent the night at the old road- 
house and that a murderous brawl ensued. 
It Is thought the skeleton Is unit of one 
of the victims of that light

Grow the pigs from the day of birth to 
the day of slaughter. 

Don’t feed apoled food to the poultry. 
It Is poor economy, as they may become 
poisoned|or ’contract disease, llnrn all 
, rotted food Immediately. 

Apples given in small quantities make 
an excellent feed for colts. There is no 
better way of getting on good terms with 
the youngsters than hy quartering sweet 
1 apples and*feedlng to them from the hand 

I Sli redded corn fodder Is one of the 
things that tins not been fully appre- 
ciated on the farm It is good for bed- 
ding the stock, It Is convenient to have in 
the henhouse as a litter, and it is really 
worth considerable as a feed 

If fowls were more rationally treated 
to a nourishing rather than a stimulating 
dietary andj supplied with shell-forming 
materials soft-she”ed eggs would not ap- 
pear so often. 

Feed the horses which work hard good 
nourishing food and plenty of it. A half 
fed horse can’t work and thrive. A young 
horse doing the same work as an old one 
should have as much feed. 

In order to get the most out of oil-meal 
for hogs it should be mixed with boiling 
water and allowed to stand n few hours 
before mixing with the other slop. Some 
feeders get good results by feeding It dry, 
but their equipment is d'Terent from that 
of tlie average pork raiser 

Take care of your plow When you 
are through with your day’s work cover 
the metal parts instead of r'lowing them 
to remain exposed to the damp uight air 
aud rust until uext moruiug. When you 
store your plow in the shed 1 . 1 b a "t"e 
grease of any kind over the moldboard, 
share aud land side. This will effect! vly 
prevent rust, and the grease will be rub. 
bed oil as soon as you put the plow ”i the 
ground again. 

Kust in asparagus may be ls r gely con- 
trolled liy spraying with resiu-bordeaux 
from July to September, at iutervs's of 
ten days or two weeks. This is a difficult 
and rather costly undertaking aud wilj 
hardly pay except on large areas l)us» 
ing with flowers of sulphur has given 
good results * uttiug aud burning r’’ the 
diseased stems w*" help to keep ”'e rust 
iu check. 

In the face of the fact that poult, ,• of 
all kinds is so very popular everywhere, 
aud that eggs and dressed poultiy com. 
maud a good price and are increasing iu 
demand every year, it seems strauge that 
more fanners do not increase the si/.e of 
their poultry plant. ; 

Keep good cows that wi'l produce from 
200 to 300 pounds or;more of butter fat 
annually, and feed them liberally, is the 
advice contained In Farmers' Bulletin ,. r )41 
of the United States department of agri- 
culture, on farm butter making. Keep 
the cows comfortable and clean when in 
the stable. This is conducive to best 
production

ities. and it is for the individual to decide 
w hether he w 'll be the victim of useless 
expectations or the beuefleiary of reason- 
able possibilities 

Hogs, unlike most other farms ^line's, 
are not very well protected with a warm 
coat of hair In fact, their hair as a m'e 
is no protection whatever to them, al- 
though the scai f skin is to a greater or 
lesser degree The fat hog can cuduic 
mucli cold without suffering, siuce the

Tho next <lny Halnsloy was surpris- 
ed at n visit of Bradner with a constn 
bio wtio had a search warrant for tho 
diamond. Bradner having put In a 
claim that tho stone hud been found 
on his land and ho was the rightful 
owner. Mrs. Italnsley, hiking in the 
situation and knowing that what they 
sought was In her own bureau drawer, 
took It when tho searching party was 
at another part of tho house and drop 
ped 11 In a chink between two tags of 
which tho house was built 

The diamond was not found. 

Joo Halusley and his wife now had 
a problem before them. Tho stono was 
a fortune In Itself, but unless they 
could get tt away It would be of no 
use to them. 

After considering many ways they 
hit upon one which they hoped would 
be successful. They determined to 
leave their homo, taking with them 
tho scanty supply of household goods 
they possessed.

fuse* 1 Lutor Mrs Raiusley called to 
Bee her hiisbund and told him that she 
had burled the diamond where no one 
but herself could ever find 1L 

When Cutts came again to the Jail 
Raiusley told him that Mrs Italnsley 
hud put the diamond where no one 
could find it and after he had served 
tits term in state prison for the 
offense he had not committed he 
would he rich. The day before the 
p-iul Cutts. feeling sure that he could 
not the stone by prosecuting, offer- 
ed ivj t to appear against Italnsley If 
he would give him $1,000. Raiusley 
u.gn«*d to do this os S'Kiij us he could 
sell the diamond and tho next day 
went forth a free man.

While Bell Invented the telephone 
and Edison, Berliner. Marconi and 
many others have Improved It. the 
true Inventor and discoverer of the 
principles of telephony was a German 
scientist to whom too little credit has 
been given — Philip Itcls. In lStll Uels 
exhibited a partially articulate electric 
telegraph nt Frankfort and showed 
that variations in an electric current 
caused by a vibrating membrane could 
reproduce the necessary vibrations. 
Reis transmitted musical sounds anil 
even words. Elisha Gray, whose ap- 
plication for u patent on the telephone 
was filed in Washington only a few 
hours after Professor Bell's applica- 
tion, Improved Reis’ telephone, but it 
Is snld tliut neither Reis nor Gray 
reaped any financial reward from their 
Inventions.— New York World. 

Mount Etna Gives Ice as Well as Fire. 

Mount Etna can be kind as well as cru- 
el. For half the year the great mountain 
Is covered with snow, and supplies of 
coolness are drawn from this source in 
summer by tlie half baked inhabitants 
of the plains below. A curious dis- 
covery* arising out of the extreme heat 
of 1828 was made in that year. A 
senreli being tumle on thu slrqies of tin* 
mountain for an additional supply «<f 
snow, It was found that a huge field 
of ice hud been blanketed by lava in 
some remote age atnl thus prevented 
from melting. It was suggested by an 
eminent geologist of the time that the 
Ice had t>eon funned from a mass of 
drift snow, afterward covered by an 
enormous thickness of lava, the heat 
of which was kept from the snow by 
un Intervening layer of volcunlc* sand. 

Showers of Stars. 

There are 110 showers of stars. Pro- 
fessor II. A. Newton of Y’nle college 
computed the orbits of a vanished com- 
et and that of a meteor stream around 
tlie suu, when, behold, the track— the 
ellipse in space of the stream— was the 
Bume, once traversed by the comet 
The nucleus of the comet had disin- 
tegrated into separate particles. I have 
seen many hundreds of meteors. The 
amullest wus Just visible in u micro- 
scope, aud the largest in the world’s 
fair In Portluud. weighed twenty-two 
tons.
